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I  interviewed  Joan  Elkins  at  the  LaCrosse  Police  Dept,  IaCrosse,  Wise.  Jan.  11,  1975. 
Joan  said  she  left  LaCrosse  on  June  8  or  9,  1974  along  with  Sandra  Weaver  and 
Jeffrey  L.  Skarboszcwski.  Subjects  hitchhiked  to  Salt  Lake  City  then  to  Tooele, 

Utah  and  stayed  in  a  canyon  for  several  days  eventually  meeting  Ken  Jones  who 
invited  them  to  stay  in  his  home  located  near  Tooele.  Jeffrey  worked  part  time 
for  Jones  father  and  the  girls  found  employment  id  Salt  Lake  City  and  worked 
through  Manpower  Inc.  370  So.  7th  East  SLC.  The  girls  worked  for  a  week  taking 
inventory  of  motion  picture  products  the  next  week  they  went  to  work  for 
Wycoff  warehouse  SLC,  The  girls  continued  staying  at  Ken  Jones  home  and 
hitchhiked  to  and  from  work.  Ken  Jones  is  believed  to  be  having  an  affair  with 


Sandra  Weave  r  at  this  time. 

On  Friday  evening  June  28,1974  Sandra  and  Joan  bought  some  groceries  an  SIC 
then  hitchhiked  to  Tooele,  arriving  home  about  7:00pm  about  11:00pm  Fnillip 
Quintana  aka  Phillip  Martinez  and  afriend  s  bowed  up  at  the  Jones  home. 


Phillip  Quintana  worked  with  the  girls  at  the  Wycoff  warehouse  and  hitchhiked 
to  T ooo la  and  to  spend  the  weekend  w  ith  the  girls.  Friday  evening  was  spent 
at  home.  Joan  Elkins  slept  with  Phillip  Quintana  and  believes  Sandra  slept  with 
Ken  Jones,  Quintenas  friend  slept  in  a  chair.  Ken  Jones  also  had  a  friend  living 
with  him  at  this  time,  described  as  WM  18  to  20  years  and  an  athletic  freak , 

Joan  says  Sandra  Weaver -'left  Jones  Saturday  afternoon  and  went  to  Jeanines 
trailer  in  Tooele  (Jeanines  is  trailer  where  Party  was  held  June  29,1974) » 

Sandra  met  Glade  Gamble  at  Jeanines  and  went  for  a  ride  through  canyons  with 
him,  they  were  using  Jeanines  Blue  VW  be a tie ,  Approximately  7:00pm  June  29, 

Glade  and  Sandra  returned  to  Ken  Jones  home  and  picked  up  Joan,  Phillip,  and 
Phillips  friend.  All  five  persons  went  to  a  drive  inn  on  thejsdg©  of  Tooele 
and  had  supper.  The  group  ate  corndogs ,  onion  rings,  french  fries.  Sandra  may 
have  had  a  ’chilcdog,  coke  or  shake.  After  eating  the  group  went  directly  to 
Jeanines  trailer  home  and  attended  a  party.  Sandra  introduced  Joan  to  Bruce 
Bolinder.  Sandra  told  Joan  she  had  met  Bruce  in  the  afternoon  while  riding 
with  Glade  Gamble,  According  to  Sandra  Bruce  was  supplying  Glade  with  the  drug 
THC.  Sandra  is  believed  to  have  snorted  some  THC  also  used  Pheno  Barb  ancl  pospioiy 
Nebutal.  Joan  claims  their  were  about  25  persons  at  the  party  and  most  ol  onem 
were  doing  drugs.  Among  the  participants  were  Joan  Elkins, _ Sandra  ^Weaver, 

Glade  Gamble,  Bruce  Bolinder,  Jeanine  (owi\$i\'  of  trailer)  Glades  sister  and  her 
boy  friend,  Phillip  Quintana  and  his  friend,  Steve  Symonds,  Ken  Jones. 
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Sometime  during  the  evening  of  June  29,  1974  Phillip  Quintana  slept  on  the  floor 
of  Jeanines  trailer.  After  a  short  time  Joan  woke  Phillip  and  he  went  outside 
and  slept  in  Glade  Gambles  VW  van.  Phillips  friend  was  also  sleeping  in  the  van 
at  this  time.  Around  Midnight  Joan  woke  Phillip  and  told  him  they  could  get  a 
ride  to  Kon  Jones  Home  with  Bruce  Bolinder.  Bruce  was  driving  a  Gold  Cadilac. 

After  dropping  Joan  and  Phillip  off  Bruce  drove  away  and  Joan  does  not  know 
if  he  returned  to  the  party  at  Jeanines.  Glade  Gamble  his  sister,  her  boy  wero 
the  only  people  at  the  trailer  when  Joan,  Phillip  and  Bruce  left.  Joanine  was 
sleeping.  Sometime  during  the  day  Sandra  bought  a  $15.00  bag  of  Phono  Barb  from.' 

Bruce  Bolindor  and  used  some  of  this  at  the  party,  Joan  claims  she  took  some  ofthis 
phono  Barb  Sunday  June  30,  and  again  July  1,1974.  Sandra  s 'bayed  at  Jeanines  with 
Glade  Gamble. 

Sometime  Sunday  June  30,1974  Joan  called  Jeanines  and  talked  with  Glade  and  asked 
to  speak  v/ith  Sandra,  Glade  said  she  was  slcoping.  Joan  did  not  have  any  contact 
with  Sandra  on  Sunday  and  did  not  see  any  of  the  people  who  had  been:  at  the  par'ey. 
During  ’ the  conversation  with  Glade  he told  Joan  that  Jcanine  would  give  the  girls 
a  ride  into  Salt  lake  City  Monday  Morning. 

Monday  July  1,  1974  between  7:00  and  9*00  am  Sandra  came  to  Ken  Jones  and  woke 
Joan  and  asked  to  borrow  some  money,  Joan  pulled  her  billfold  from  her  purse  took 
out  a  $5.00  bill  and  gave  it  to  Sandra.  Phillip  Quintana  was  in  bed  with  Joan  and 
sho  wolpo  him  and  told  him  to  get  up  because  his  ride  was  their.  Sandra  and  Phillip 
left  and  that  is  the  last  time  Joan  saw  andra.  Joan  is  not  sure  v/ho  had  the  car  and. 
did  not  hear  a  car  leave.  Sandra  was  wearing  Blue  Cordury  shorts  and  halter. 

Tuesday  July  2,  1974  Joan  recieved  a  call  from  the  secretary  at  Manpower  inquireing 
why  the  girls  hadn't  came  to  work,  Joan  said  she  ms  sick  and  the  secretay  replied 
"yos  1  know  Sandy  told  me"  sho  also  said  Sandra  had  worked  until  11:30  am  Monday 
July  1,  1974.  During  the  day  Joan  noticed  her  billfod  was  missing.  (The  last  sentence 
should  be  in  the  precdoding  paragraph)  Tuesday  evening  Bruce  Bolinder  came  to 
Ken  Jones  home  and  visited  with  Joan  he  also  visted  soveral  times  in  the  next  few 
days  and  finally  invited  Joan  to  move  in  with  him  which  she  did  somcoimo  in  the  < . , 
second  week  of  July.  Glade  Gamble  also  moved  in  v/ith  them  at  Stockton,  Utah. 

Around  the  5th  or  6th  of  July  Joan  contacted  the  Salt  lake  Police  ana  wan  cod  co 
report  Sandras  disappoarane  and  was  advised  to  call  the  Tooele  County  Sheriff,  which 
she  did.  Sandra  next  called  Sandras  mother  in  Wisconsin  and  tojd  her  Sandra  had 
wont  to  v/ork  July  1,  and  never  returned.  Joan  claims  she  asked  Bruce  Bolinder  to 
assist  in  locating  Sandra  and  he  always  put  it  off. 

Joan  stayed  v/ith  Bruce  Bolinder  and  Glade  Gamble  for  about  3  weeks  and  the  moved 
in  v/ith  Danny  Quinn  who  also  lived  at  Stockton, Utah. 

Joan  left  Utah  August  13,  1974  and  arrived  homo  in  LaCrosse,  Wise,  on  the  15th. 

Joan  came  home  by  bus  and  also  brought  Sandras  belongings,  v/hich  wero  given  bo 
her  parents. 

Dirk  Pehrson  Approx.  17  years  old  former  employee  of  Wycoff  warehouse  told  Joan 
ho  had  talked  v/ith  Phillip  Quintana  and  was  told  Phillip  got  dropped  off  and  Sandra 
went  to  v/ork  the  morning  of  July  1,  1974.  He  did  not  say  who  was  driving.  Phillip 
also  told  a  secretary  at  Manpower  Sandra  had  boon  talking  to  a  truck  driver  the 
morning  sho  disappeared.  The  Manpower  secretary  also  told  Mrs.  Weaver  Phillip 
Quintana  told  her  Sandra  had  been  seen  on  a  bus  heading  for  Idaho. 

Sandras  father  Bruno  Weaver  went  to  Salt  Lake  City  and  Tooele,  Utah  in  Nov. 1974 
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and  contacted  a  number  of  parsons  her  daughter  associated  with.  Mr.  Weaver  had 
a  phone  conversation  with  Phillip  Quintana  in  Nov.  1974,  Quintana  denied  he  had 
attended  the  party  the  night  of  June  29,  1974  but  said  his  friend  Martinos  did . 

Mr.  Weaver  also  talked  with  Bruce  Bolinder  who  said  Steve  Symonds  and  Phillip 
Quintana  gave  Sandra  a  ride  into  Salt  Lake  City  the  morning  of  July  1,  1974. 

Symons  address  9th  East  8th  So.  Phone  //364-3125  Phillip  Quintana  address  226  East 
4050  st.  SLC.  Bruce  Bolindor  Address  P.0.  Box  68  Stockton,  Utah.  Allsubjects 
seemed  uncooperative  and  hesitant  to  talk  to  Mr.  Weaver. 

Sandra  had  two  pair  of  shoes  and  both  pair  Mve  been  returned  to  Weavers, 
these  were  in  Ken  J one s  trailer.  Jones  told  Bruno  Weaver  that  Anotner  pair  o.l 
Sandras  shoes  were  a'b  his  home  this  was  in  Nov.  1974»  Joan  and  Jeff  Skarbosowski 
both  claim  Sandrasonly  had  two  pair  with  her.  Joan  also  said  she  used  some  of  the 
Pheno  Barb  that  Sandra  bought  from  Bruce  Bolinder,  she  used  this  Sunday  June  30 
and  again  on  July  1,.  Joan  canh’t  explain  how  this  bag  of  drugs  got  to  Ken  Jones 
trailer  because  Sandra  had  not  returned  until  Monday  AM.  Joan  also  says  she  gave 
Sandra  her  last  $5.00  and  was  broke.  Why  would  anyone  steal  her  billfold? 

Joan  claimed  Sandra  was  wearing  Blue  Cordury  shorts  and  a  blue  halter  the  morning 
of  July  1,  the  Blue  Cordury  shorts  are  in  Sandras  belongings  at  the  Weaver  homo. 

Joan  told  myself  she  had  not  been  corresponding  with  anyone  from  Utah  since  her 
return  home.  She  has  been  receiving  letters  from  Phillip  Quintana.  During  the 
conversation  with  Joan  on  1—1 1 —75  she  claimed  she  did  not  recall  how^Sandra 
first  met  Glade  Gamble  but  thought  it  must  have  been  the  afternoon  of  June  29 
the  day  of  the  party.  During  the  interview  with  Jeffrey  Skarbossowfekihe  says 
Glade  came  to  Ken” Jones  home  around  the  20th  of  June  and  stayed  all  night  sleeping 
with  Joan  Elkins.  Joan  also  seemed  to  be  shielding  Steve  Symons.  She  never  mentioned 
Ms  name  until  asked  and  then  seemed  hesitant  to  admit  she  knew  him.  According  to 
Mrs  Weaver  Joan  told  her  about  Phillip  Quintana  staying  with  the  girls  the  last  w- 
oelcend  of  June  1974  but  never  mentioned  Phillips  friend  being  along.  Approximately 
the  10th  of  July  Joan  called  Mrs  Weaver  and  explained  about  Sandras  disappearance, 
at  this  time  she  seemed  very  upset  and  emotional,  the  following  day  firs  Weaver 
called  Joan  and  she  didn't  seem  upset  or  concerned.  I  also  am  skeptical  about  -che 
reported  phone  call  from  the  secretary  of  Manpower  asking  Joan  why  the  girls  didn  t 
come  to  work.  Mrs  Weaver  sent  Joan  a  picture  of  Sandra  and  asked  to  havo^ it  puu 
in  the  newspaper,  Joan  claims  sho  gave  this  to  Bruce  Gamble  to  take  to  the  paper, 
he  told  Joan  he  tried  to  put  i,t  in  the  SLC  paper  but  they  wanted  $40.00.  Joan  says 
she  asked  Bruce  Bolinder  to  assist  in  locating  Sandra  but  ho  always  had  an  excuse. 

Glade  Gamble  told  Joan  that  Sandra  was  hard  to  move  when  she  was  sleeping*  It 
seems  strange  if  Joan  had  been  sleeping  with  Glade  on  the  20th  of  June  and  '->andra  ^  _ 
also  was  there,  why  would  Joan  say  she  was  not  sure  how  Sandra  met  Glade  ana  thought 
it  was  the  afternoon  of  the  29th ^ 

Jeffrey  Skarboszewski  claims  the  girls  never  went  any  place  without  shoes 
and  was  sure  Sandra  would  not  go  to  work  bare! oo ted.  ^ 

I  had  a  phone  conversation  with  Joan  Elkins  on  Saturday  Jan.  il ,  i 975  at  cnis 
time  she  was  positive  the  party  at  Jeanines  had  been  held  June  29,  1974.  She  also 
said  Glade  Gamble  told  her  that  Sandra-  was  doped  up  Monday  AM  when  she  left  Jeanines 
and  wont  to  Jones  home  to  get  Phillip  Quintana,  he  said  this  may  be  the  reason,  she 
didn't  wear  shoes  to  work*  She  also  said  that  Glade  had  told  her  Phillips  fraena 
had  hitch  hiked  into  SLC  Shnday  June  30,  1974*  ‘ 
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During  this  phone  consvorsation  Jean  also  told  me  there  were  four  vehicles 
in  Joanines  driveway  at  the  time  hoi-  'and  Phillip  were  leaving  these  wore  Bruco 
Bolinders  Gold  Cadilac,  Glades  W  bus  Rod  and  White  in  color,  Je&nines  VW  bug 
Blue  in  color,  the  fourth  not  sure  of,  owner

Q.  I'  told  you  we  would  probably  be  back  when  they  got  in  here.  The  story  is  a  little 
different  from  the  last  time  I  talked  to  you.  Does  that  look  like  her? 

A.  Yeah  „ 

Q.  Is  that  a  good  picture? 

A.  Yeah  that  is  a  good  picture.  ' 

Q .  Did  she  look  that  good? 

A.  No 

Q.  How  about  her  hair,  shorter,  longer  or  what? 

A.  I  think  it  was  that  long,  I  remember  it  being  more  frizzy,  I  don't  remember  it 
being  straight. 

Q.  But  for  somebody  that  didn't  know  her  ,  that  is  a  good  likeness,  they  would  have 
recognized  her  from  that  picture  do  you  think? 

A.  Probalby. 

Q,  In  that  picture  she  appears  to  be  a  nice  looking  girl.  Would  you  describe  her  as  that? 

A.  Yeah,  she  was  a  good  looking  girl. 

Q.  You  are  the  one  that  arranged  the  ride  that  morning,  is  that  right?

A. Yeah  me  and 

Q.  Do  you  know  Scott  Williams?  Was  he  out  there  at  the  party  that  night?  Do  you  know? 

A.  Yeah 

Q.  OK,  there  is  a  few  things  I  wanted  to  ask  you  Glade.  If  I  am  wrong  when  I  point  out 
will  you  tell  me  so  we  can  get  things  straightened  out.  You  heard  this  on  the  news, 
is  that  correct? 

A.  Yeah 

Q.  Now  I  will  give  you  a  little  bit  more,  where  it  puts  you  guys  in  a  position  where 
I  am  at.  Sandy  left  that  morning  from  Jeanine  trailer.  Steve  took  her  and  Scott 
headed  for  Salt  Lake,  is  that  right? 

A.  Yeah 

Q.  Was  you  there  when  they  left?

A.  I  was  leaving  at  the  same  time, 

Q.  You  was  leaving  at  the  same  time.  Within  hours  of  that  time  Glade  she  v/as  murdered. 
Within  hours  of  your  seeing  her. 

A.  I  didn’t  know  that. 

Q.  I  know  you  didn’t,  if  you  did  know  you  would  be  in  alot  of  trouble.  Within  hours 
of  leaving  you,  she  was  murdered  brutally,  and  I  am  not  kidding  you  when  I  say 
brutally.  I  probably  shouldn’t  do  this  but  there  is  a  little  difference  isn’t  there? 
As  you  can  see,  I  dont  think  many  human  lifes  deserve  that  kind  of  treatment. 

So  if  you  can  help  me  for  God’s  sake  give  me  some  information.  I  don’t  care  if  any 
drugs  were  involved  cause  were  not  here  or  have  no  interest  at  all  in  petty  crimes 
or  drugs  at  this  time.  I  am  interested  in  that. 

A.  I  will  tell  you  what  XXKKMtX  everything  I  know,  but  I  told  you  everything  last  time 
except  for  dates. 

Q.  Did  she  ever  contact  you  after  that  morning  you  left  her  at  Jeanine  trailer? 

A.  No  sir 

Q,  Did  she  call  you? 

A,  No  I  was  to  work  that  day.  She  didn’t  have  the  number  there. 

Q.  OK  now  you  left  that  morning  and  I  understand  you  kissed  her  goodbye  out  there 

at  the  car  or  before,  and  she  went  with  your  2  friends,  is  that  correct?  Is  that 
the  last  time  you  seen  her  or  heard  from  her?  What  did  Joan  tell  you  about  Sandy? 

Did  she  say  that  Joan  came  back  from  work  that  morning  or  was  sich  or  called  her 
or  something? 

A,  No,  as  far  as  I  knew  Joan  was  as  up  in  the  air  as  the  rest  of  us. 

Q.  Was  Joan  really  upset  over  the  thing  in  your  opinion  or  did  she  or  didn’t  she  care/ 

A.  No,  she  just,  well  being  on  the  road  the  way  they  were  she  just  thought  -  - 

Q.  Did  Joan  report  her  to  Tooele,  missing? 

A.  I  don’t  think  so. 

Q.  You  never  heard  her  do  it. 

A.  No 

Q.  Did  she  call  her  parents? 

A.  I  think  after  awhile,  she  waited  quite  a  while  , 

Q,  Days,  weeks,  months. 

A,  At  least  weeks* 

Q. 


Did  Mr.  Weaver  get  ahold  of  you  when  he  came  out  here? 


A.  Yeah 

Q.  Where  did  he  meet  you? 

A.  Down  at  my  house. 

Q.  Did  one  of  the  Tooele  guys  bring  him  down  or  how  did  he  come  down  here? 

A.  Yeah,  I  can't  remember  his  name,  the  real  heavy  set  guy  from  the  sub-division. 

Q.  When  was  this? 

A.  It  was  in  November  sometime. 

Q.  Going  back  quite  a  ways  Glade,  I  understand  ,  clothing  wise  that  neighter  one„or 
the  girls  had  much  clothing  with  them  so  they  approximately  wore  the  same  thing 
all  the  time,  right  or  wrong? 

A.  Right 

Q,  Can  you  tell  me,  dresses,  long  pants,  shorts  or  what? 

A,  Mainly  cut  off  shorts. 

Q.  Mainly  cut  off  shorts,  levis  or  regular  shorts? 

A.  Levis  shorts. 

Q.  Were  they  the  kind  they  had  cut  off  any  frayed  them  or  were  they  straight?  Do  you 
remember  anything  about  them. 

A.  They  were  the  frayed  kind,  just  take  the  scissors  and  cut  them  off. 

Q.  did  any  of  them  have  any  corduroy  shorts,  blue  or  brown  corduroy? 

A.  I  don't  know. 

Q.  Do  you  recall  that  morning  she  left  was  she  wearing  shorts,  long  pants  or  can  you 
recall  what  she  was  wearing  that  morning  when  she  left? 

A.  I  can't  recall  for  sure,  but  I  HXKHM  would  say  probably  long  pants  since  she  was 
going  to  work. 

Q.  Did  she  usually  wear  long  pants?  When  she  went  to  work? 

A.  Well  yeah  she  usually  wore  them  to  work.  That  is  the  first  time  I  have  seen  her 
'  leaving  for  work. 

Q.  What  did  she  wear  to  the  party,  shorts? 

A.  No  she  had  pants  on  so  she  probably  had  pants  on. 

Q,  What  are  we  taling  about  pants,  levis? 

A.  Yeah  levis. 


Q.  Now  she  wore  halters  quite  a  bit,  Was  she  wearing  a  halter  top? 

A.  I  donft  know, 

Q,  Ever  remember  seeing  her  in  a  blue  halter,  or  one  of  them  that  has  no  back,  you  know? 

A.  I  canTt  recall  for  sure,  I  canTt  give  you  a  yes  or  no, 

Q,  How  about  sandels?  Do  you  recall  if  she  had  shoes  on  that  day,  or  if  she  had  sandels 
carrying  them  with  her  or  what  do  you  remember  about  that? 

A,  She  usually  wore  a  pair  of  clogs.  Just  the  slip  on  type  clog,  and  I  think  she  had 
those  on. 

Q.  That  morning  she  left?  The  last  time  you  seen  her  you  mean. 

A.  She  didnTt  have  shoes  on,  thats  one  thing  I  found  out. 

Q,  She  didn’t  have  shoes  on  that  morning,  did  she  have  clogs? 

A,  She  left  the  shoes  at  Jeanine’s 

Q.  She  left  the  shoes  at  Jeanine”s. 

A.  Thats  what  I  understand, 

Q.  And  where  did  they  go  from  there? 

A.  I  don’t  know,  Joan  might  of  picked  them  up.  Joan  made  a  habit  ofpicking  up  all  her 
stuff  after  she  had  been  gone. 

Q.  If  I  got  some  colored  pictures  of  her,  would  you  be  able  to  recognise  some  of  the  items 
you  had  seen  her  in,  do  you  think.  Shoes,  etc. 

A.  I  might  be  able  to. 

Q.  Who  did  you  hear  from  that  she  did’nt  wear  shoes,  who  told  you  that? 

A.  Steve  told  me. 

Q.  Simon 

A.  I  think,  because  they  went  up  to  the  trailer  in  Pine  Canyon  to  get  some  shoes  or  someth j 
to  see  if  Joan  was  going  to  work. 

Q.  Oh  so  she  picked  up  here  shoes  at  the  trailer? 

A.  This  is  a  different  trailer  I  am  talking  about. 

Q,  He  is  talking  about  Ken  Jones  trailer.  She  didn’t  have  shoes,  she  was  barefooted  the 
last  time  you  seen  her,  right? 

A,  This  is  what  I  heard  from  other  people, 

Q.  then  she  got  a  ride  up  to  Kenny’s  trailer  and  was  supposed  to  pick  up  shoes  there. 

But  you  really  don’t  know  if  she  had  shoes  on  that  day  or  not. 

A.  No 


Q .  Do  you  recall  if  she  had  her  purse  with  her? 

A.  No 

Q.  You  don’t  know  or  you  can't  recall? 

A.  I  can't  recall. 

Q.  Did  Joan  ever  mention  to  you  that  somebody  stole  her  wallet? 

A.  Somebody  stole  Joan's  wallet. 

Q.  Right 

A.  I  think  I  remember  something  like  that. 

Q.  Did  she  tell  you  if  it  was  taken  out  of  the  trailer  or  it  was  taken  at  the  party. 
Do  you  recall  any  of  this . 

A.  I  think  it  was  stolen  at  the  party,  because  I  remember,  most  of  the  people  at  the 
party  were  my  friends  and  I  remember  having  to  protect  them  against  her  because  I 
didn't  think  any  on  of  my  friends  would  steal  her  wallet.  There  were  a  few  people 
there  that  weren't  my  friends. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  what  Sandy  had  in  her  purse? 

A.  I  can't  remember. 

Q.  You  can't  recall  ever  seeing  her  purse. 

A.  I  probalby  did 

Q.  You  don't  recall  her  little  necklace  with  a  wooden  cross.  Ever  see  her  wear  that? 
A.  I  can't  remember. 

Q.  How  about  rings  or  other  jewelry,  watch? 

A.  Nothing  verbal
